ONE HERO DIES 
TRYING TO AID

Five Others Suffer in Bliz- 
zard Attempting Succor 
To Marooned 

CRISFIELD, Md., Feb. 8.—A 
desperate battle to penetrate a 
blinding blizzard and take food 
to marooned islanders over 
treacherous Chesapeake Bay ice 
left one state policeman dead and 
five persons recovering today 
from exhaustion and exposure.

The fewer the months over which payments 
can be spread the more difficult paying will be, 
the greater will be the temptation to not pay, 
the more money council will have to borrow 
from the bank, and the larger the deficit it is 
likely to have at the end of the year. 

It would be better to strike a provisional rate 
at once even if it is only a guess and keep the 
money coming in. 


PART-PAY FOR PART-TIME: 

Objections of motorists to having to pay a 
full year’s license fee, though they do not buy 
their licenses until spring, may be met by giving 
them a 25 per cent refund if they turn in the 
license plates at the end of next December 

A rebate next December will not meet the 
difficulty of the motorist who finds himself 
short of cash on April Ist and wants to use his 
car during the summer. What he needs and 
wants is a discount at the time of paying. 

Otherwise, the arrangement is fair, and 
perhaps as good as can be made in the circume 
stances, It concedes the principle that one 
should not have to pay for a full year in order 
to drive part of the year, and is entitled to a fee 
corresponding to the portion of the year his car 
can be of use to him. 

That is a fair proposition, and an important

Curlers, it seems, are immune to weather. 
Maybe that is why there are not more of them, 
It's a good game—any observer can see, and 
hear, that. But a game that so enslaves the 
player that he will turn out in this sort of 
weather, at risk of nose and toes, is a good one 
for timid folks to stay out of. 

There is no danger whatever of curling 
petering out in this part of the world. It is the 
hardest perennial of them all. The climate just 
can't kill it After fifty years it is geing 
stronger than ever hereabouts and keeps right 
on going when the mercury is forty below 


RELIEF EPFICIENCY MEANS 
RELIEF 

Delegates to the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce, gathered about the festal board at their 
annua] convention in Toronto, resolved that it 
would be a good idea if the federal Government 
were to “lift the control of relief administration 
and financing out of the field of local political 
influence.” . 

Meaning that the National 
Commission should take over the administra- 
tion of relief the country over. To the end that 
municipal councillor. or Members of provincial 
legislatures would not be able to allow unem- 
ployed people to eat too much, or to eat at all 
at the public expense until it had been estab- 
lished to the satisfaction of a remote and sternly

unsympathetic bureau that they could not 
otherwise eat at all. 

To over-stuffed representatives of the well- 
to-do fraternity, viewing the national problem 
through the atmosphere of post-prandial de- 
tachment, that may seem to be the way to 
obtain one hundred per cent efficiency in 
making relief money go to the farthest possible 
decimal point. 

To the man who has no job and no money, 
whose family have no fuel, little clothing and 
nothing to eat, the matter necessarily looks 
different. As also to all who are able to see that 
the first consideration in relief effort is to relieve 
distress, not to save money. 

No doubt some money is being wasted in 
giving relief where it is not needed. And 
perhaps local authorities are more merciful in 
giving an applicant the benefit of the doubt than 
officials of a national administrative organiza- 
tion would be. 

But it will not do to put relief so far away 
that those who need it cannot get it. Talk about 
the wasteful possibilities of “local political 
influence’ cannot obscure the fact that the 
municipal council is better situated than any 
other authority to know or find out who needs 
relief and how much, and to extend relief the 


moment it is known to be needed, 


Of course it’s mean, and all that, but one 
just cannot suppress a certain low-down satis- 
faction in knowing they have been getting the 
same kind clear through to the Atlantic.

When Stanley Baldwin stood on the floor of 
the House of Commons and admitted error in 
handling the Italo-Ethiopian peace proposal, an 
American newspapersran a cartoon, showing old

Well, I've found another. 
He didn't sign his name, 
but he typed his heart-felt 
emotions on paper and mail- 
ed it to the editor of The 
Bulletin a few days ago. 
This is what he wrote:

To illustrate read his recent and - 

frequent reference to our neighbors to the 
south. 

“Ate you of the opinien that it is neces- 
sary for you to print such articles as can 
only stir up international hatred in these 
days, when just the opposite is badly 
needed.” 

Which article or articles on U.S. topics this 
plain-spoken chap feels peeved with, he doesn’t 
specify. There have been articles about the 
Townsend Plan, about Prof. Compton's quest 
for the cosmic ray and another quoting “Jafsie’s” 
ad for vaudeville engagements and the num- 
bers of workers and bystanders assassinated by 
American policemen in 1935. Another para- 
graph too, mentioned that during the period of 
the Hauptmann trials and reprieves, no fewer 
than 34 citizens were lynched without trial. 
APerhaps all are at fault and likely to stir up 
international] hatred, 

Not all of this can be altered. The column 
can be made entirely painless, except for the 
inane and sneering face that adorns it. It’s the 
only face I’ve got. While several of my friends 
and kin think I might chance another photo- 
graph, there’s always the risk it might be worse. 

A letter like that above quoted is good for 
one. By the same mail I received a kindly let- 
ter from that dear old ex-Mountie officer and 
U.E. Loyalist Col. Fred Carstairs, wanting to 
know if I'll take dinner with him and Mrs. Car- 
stairs some evening. You bet I will. And there 
was another one from a gentleman in Montreal 
whom I have never met, Mr. H. M. Caiserman, 
general secretary of the Canadian Jewish Con- 
gress, telling how on a recent visit to Winnipeg 
he purchased a copy of the Edmonton Builetin 
and read in “The Passing Show” comment on 
,Nazi German edicts and an appreciation of the 
late Lord Reading. He says: 

“In addressing a large mass meeting 
there, it was my privilege to read your 


y comments to the several hundred men and 


women present, and I was authorized by 

them to express to you their sincere appre- 

ciation for the sense of justice to which you 
gave expression in those remarks.” 

Letters like that humble one. They make 
one realize one’s responsibility to further the 
ends of human brotherhood. Yet it might not 
be good for a man to get too many of them, 

It recalls an interview I had with the late 
W. T. Stead, shortly before he went to his death 
in the sinking of the Titanic. Stead had been 
one of my journalistic heroes from the days 
when he was assistant to John Morley on the 
Pall Mall Gazette. I admired him as a crusader 
for righteousness, and most of all for his readi- 
ness to endure imprisonment in the exposure of 
wrong-doing. As a youngster starting in news- 
paper work I was anxious to learn something 
of the principles that had guided his career as 
a journalist. I remember the smile on his 
bearded face as he told me, “I never think I 
have succeeded as a journalist unless half the 
people swearing are by me and the other half 
swearing at me.”

One letter to which I felt compelled to give 
the courtesy of a personal reply was from a 
reader who feared I was ridiculing the Bible,

Confusion is some minds arises from the 
happy circumstance that our Premier is also an 
evangelist.

Avoiding the Disorders of 
Women 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Beyond any question of a doubt, civilized 
women undergo a great deal of discomfort 
which is largely avoidable. The discomfort 
arising from the class of disorders limited to 
women reduces the efficiency of one-half of the 
population, yet there is every reason to believe 
that women can become as 
healthy as men, providing 
they learn to take care of 
themselves. The average 
woman will find there is an 
enormous amount of good to 
be gained, simply by learning 
and practicing those sensible 
habits of living which will 
help every part of the body 
to function normally, with- 
out discomfort whatsoever in 
any particular part. 

The best way to approach the problem is to 
realize that it is necessary to build up the 
health of the whole body—you cannot divide up 
the body into areas and say with certainty that 
this area is disturbed while all the rest is in 
good health. When the general health is good, 
the entire body is bound to benefit from that; 
while when one part is functioning poorly, you 
must rest assured that the rest of the body will 
suffer. For example, when some of the pelvic 
disorders of women have developed in a given 
case, many of the symptoms will be symptoms 
such as headache, tiredness, attacks of the 
“blues,” etc., which show that parts other than 
the pelvic area are affected. 


Measures which build up the general health 
will prove of benefit both in preventing and 
overcoming the disorders of women. Attention 
must be given to such matters as diet, exercise, 
proper rest, and the maintenance of the intes- 
tina] elimination. This explains why it is that 
those women who have trouble in some special 
way, are able to bring about a steady improve- 
ment through adopting a better diet and through 
securing more exercise. The foundation of 
health must depend upon those simple measures 
which help the body to keep well, and this 
foundation applies to women equally as well as 
to men. If you have been distressed by the 
development of one of the common women's 
disorders, first of all, give your attention to 
diet, exercise, sleep, and intestinal cleanliness, 
While doing this, you can at the same time, 
adopt any local treatment which may be neces- 
sary to fit your individual case. 

Some of the symptoms accompanying the dis- 
orders of women are general symptoms while 
others are local symptoms which are readily 
attributed to the special organs involved. The 
general symptoms include: Nervousness, irrit- 
ability, attacks of mental depression, headache 
at the base of the brain, and vague sensations 
of anxiety. An ache through the lower part of 
the back and also a feeling of heaviness through 
the lower abdomen are other common symp- 
toms. The purely local symptoms include pain 
or tendernass, catarrhal discharge, periodic dis- 
comfort and distress, and the various menstrual 
disturbances such as profuseness or scantiness 
together with cramping. 

Most women accept weakness as a matter of 
course. A more sensible attitude is to look upon 
strength and normal functioning of the entire 
body as the natural condition which can be 
yours. 

Inasmuch as congestion frequently accom- 
panies the disorders of women, all measures 
which tend to stimulate the blood circulation 
will prove of value. Exercise, hot sitz baths, 
and irrigations using plain warm water, diath- 
ermy treatments, and warm applications are 
commonly used for the purpose of relieving the 
unnatural accumulation of stagnant blood. 

Due to the importance of the women's dis- 
orders, I have found it advisable to prepare 
special articles of interest to women. There are 
five of these articles now available and those of 
you who have some special problem, will do 
well to write to me describing your trouble, 
after which a suitable article will be sent you. 
The information given must necessraily be of a 
general nature, however, I find that many 
women have a special need for general sugges- 
tions and benefit from them.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (February 8) in 1688 
Churchill, now the terminus of 
the Hudson Bay railway, was 
born. It is recorded in the min- 
utes of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany: “This Comitte doe resolve 
and agree as followeth: That 
Churchill River bee Settled this 
yeare with a good Shipp, a Com- 


petent Cargoe for Trade and 
Materials for White Whale fish- 
ing.” 


Sixteen months previously the 
governors of the Gentlemen Ad- 
venturers had been told of the 
discovery of Churchill by the 
governor of Fort Nelson, as is 
proven by the minute book of 
October 13, 1686: 

‘Captain Abraham, late gover- 
nor at Port Nelson, came before 
ye Comitte acquainting yem of 
his proceeding yere & how he 
did ye last Springe sayle 50 
Leagues Northward of Port Nel- 
son and discoueréd there a faire 
River. Ordered to bringe in write- 
ing ye said discouery.”

built that year with another in 
1715. From that time on the dis- 
trict became a very cradle of 
romance and tragedy. The ruins 
of old Fort Prince of Wales 
pointed cut to present day visit- 
ors to Churchill are a tribute to 
the skill of the Scottish masons 
who built it between 1733 and 
1771, The massive walls were 
from 37 to 42 feet thick and the 
fort itself was 310 feet long on 
the north and south sides and 317 
feet on the east and west.

Mother and Daughter, 


Fight Through Smoke 


As Home Burns 


Fieecing blindly from their burn- 
ing home into 25-below-zero wea- 
ther, a pyjama-clad invalid «itl 
and her mother snatched them- 
selves from death as flames de- 
voured Patricia hall, on 116 street,, 
north of Jasper, just before nine 
o'clock Saturday morning. 

George Spelman, 11424 105 
street, found the girl and her 
mother, semi-conscious and hys- 
terical, lying in the snow at the 
side of a frame building while 
smoke and flame billowed from 
the windows and open doorway. 
The two women, Mrs. H, Bowley 
and her daughter, Lillian, 22, were 
guided to the home of Sam Schultz 
who lives directly behind the hali 
on 117 street. They had managed 
to snatch an armful of clothing 
from the burning house which is a 
leanto at the back of the building 
Mrs. Bowley had been caretaker 
there since September and her hus- 


band is employed by Canadian Na- | 


tional Railways. 
Firemen maneged to save a few 


érticles of clothing and a chair but | 


the flames travelled so rapidly that 
the rest of the Bowley's belongings 
were destroyed. 

“I was in bed aslcep,” related 
22-year-old Lillian Bowley, “when 
I heard shouts of ‘fire, fire’. 
Mother was standing there 
sercaming at me. I jumped up 
2nd rushed to the phone but the 
receiver was off. Mother was 
panicky and I thought she would 
faint as we both rushed out into 
the lane. I guess we were over- 
ceme by the smoke and I don't 
know how we managed to get 
out safely. It was pretty cold out 
there for me in only my pyjamas.” 
The first alarm came into opera- 

tor Herb Pauls at No, 2 station 
headquarters at 8:30 and brought 
out Chief Albert Dutton and two 
companies, Clanging in at 8:45 the 
second alarm brought out two more 
statiops and men from halls two, 
one, five and seven strung out 
feven lines of hose, three of them 
from hydrants two blocks away 
from the fire. 

Their rubber coats sheathed in 
heavy ice, firemen went to work 
on the roof, tearing holes in the 
structure through which hose 
lines were thrust. His shirt open 
at the throat and his back covered 
with a tattered rubber coat, Fire 
Chief Dutton stamped around on 
the ground trying to keep his feet 
from freezing as he bawled out 
directions to the fire-fighters who 
crawled ant-like over the building. 
The seat of the blaze was in the 

kitchen, its origin in an overheated 
stove, and the flames spread with 
alarming rapidity. With cold- 
numbed hands firemen toted around 
heavy ice-caked hose lines and suf- 
fered frost bites to exposed faces 
and hands. 

At noon firemen were still pour- 
ing water into the smouldering shell 
of the biulding which is owned by 
the Masons. No reliable estimate of 
the damage was available.

At December 31 last there were 
7822 pensioners on the Alberta 
old age pensions payroll, accord- 
ing to the annual report on 
operation of the covering act, 
tabled in the legislature on Fri- 
day by Hon. Charles Cockroft, 
provincial treasurer. This repre- 
sents an increase of 943 over the 
previous year. 

Ih the calendar year, 1935, a total 


of 1653 old age pensions were 
granted, while 1797 applications 
were filed. 


CONTRIBUTED TO 1,655 
In addition to these, Alberta, dur- 


ing the year, contributed toward 
1655 pensioners resident in other 
provinces, of whom 307 are Alberta 
pensioners who have moved out of 
this province and have been trans- 
ferred to the payrolls of other prov- 
inces which pay pensions in the 
year, 72 pensioners were trans- 
ferred from other provinces to Al- 
berta. In all, 320 pensions were 
authorized to pensioners in other 
provinces who had at some time 
during the last 20 years, resided in 
| Alberta. ¥ 

There were 647 pensioners re- 
| moved from the payroll through 
| death during the year and 26 pen- 
sions were either cancelled or 
|suspended, In all 106 pensioners 
| were transferred to other provinces. 
| The sum of $1,580,660.88 was paid 
| during the year to pensioners re- 
siding in the province, while $39,- 
| 556.07 was paid to pensioners re- 
}siding in other provinces of the 
| Dominion. 


| DOMINION’S SHARE 

| ‘The Dominion government's share 
of pensions for the year was $1,- 
185,495.66, being 75 per cent. of the 
total pension paid. In addition, the 
sum of $28,740.33 was received from 
other pension-paying provinces in 
respect to Alberta pensioners who 
had resided for some portion of the 
required 20 years in one or other 
of those prévinces. 

The average monthly rate of pen- 
sion at Dec, 31 was approximately 
$17.77, being a reduction of nine 
j cents from the previous year. 

In the year $1,722.02 was recov- 
ered from deceased pensioners’ es- 
tates, in accordance with the act-

“We believe this accident to be 
unavoidable,” was a rider which a 
coroner's jury added to its verdict 
in the death of George Baumert, 74, 
at an inquest held Friday in city 
police court by Dr. E. A. Braith- 
waite, chief provincial coroner. 

The jury found: “That George 
Baumert came to his death in the 
Royal Alexandra hospital, Edmon- 
ton, January 30, 1936, at 9.15 am., 
as a result of being struck by a 
car driven by Russell Sandison on 
Jasper avenue, east of the 97 street 
intersection, on January 18: Cause 
of death, fracture of the skull and 
complications.” The rider was ap- 
pended here. 

First witness, Fred McKinnon, 
told the court of inquiry that he 
had just come out of a store on 
the south side of Jasper avenue 
and, looking to the west, saw the 
car approaching. Baumert, he said, 
was crossing from the north side, 
He we. positive that Baumert had 
paused, looked.up and seen the car 
before he walked in its path. 

Dr. R. G. Douglas stated that he 
attended Baumert next morning, a 
Sunday, finding he had a fractured 
leg and laceration of the right side 
of the head. Skull fracture was 
later discovered. 

He told L. Y. Cairns, K.C., coun- 
sel for Sandison, that Baumert was 
in poor physical condition. Dr. Mor- 
ton Hall gave post morten evi- 
dence. 

_Sandison took the stand ard tes- 
tified that he was driving eact 
about 11:35 p.m. at not more than 
25 miles an hour, when he saw Bau- 
mert crossing the street. He pre-

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—The 

“worst jail in the United States” 
was abandoned Friday. The 
ponderous steel gates of New 


York's hated prison on Welfare 
island were swung wide and the 
last of its long line of prisoners 
were led oft to Riker's island 


penitentiary. 
The old sail will be demolished 
and the site transformed into a 


public park. 

The record of the black jail in 
the East river reads like a collec- 
tion of Edgar Allen Poe stories 
Built in 1828, it escaped criticism 
in the days when all prisoners were 
treated with brutish malevolence 
But in 1915 the state prison com- 
mission stopped in to look around 
and their report revealed the 
atrocities for which the jail has 
been condemned ever since 

Here was a “cooler,” a cell block 
without a chink of light or sanitary 


conveniences, 


consigned “to make them behave;” 
here also, it was revealed, prison- 
ers were lashed~ to chairs and 


chained under a pipe which drip- 
ped water on the shaved heads un- 
til they fell unconscious or insane. 

For years an average of 15 women 
were received in the jail daily.
